and  extended  best  wishes  for  hi.s  rariv 
recovery  and  return  to  hus  oflu  lal 
duties. 

Dr.  Tolmie  declared  tlial  "  A  United 
Canada  iinp  n^  a  great  deal,  because 
a  United  Canada  is  an  absolute  neoea- 
slty  If  wf  are  going  to  enjoy  our  fuU 
measure  of  peace  aitd  prosperity  in 
this  land.  A  United  Canada  implies, 
as  T  interpret  it.  unanimity  of  opinion 
and  common  ideals  In  such  matters  as 
national  outlook,  our  commercial  and 
industrial  expansion,  the  settlement  of 
our  oiit^standlng  domestic  problems 
and  the  determination  of  principles 
which  must  serve  as  solid  foundatlcn 
stones  in  nation  building." 

The  speaker  described  the  first 
foundation  stone  in  national  unity  as 
a  .spirit  of  tolerance,  fair  play  and  an 
appreciation  of  the  other  fellows'  point 
of  view.
